"Mr Keller, what do you think of 


the new law governing the election of 
members of boards o" education? 


' I think that it is a step in the 


right direction. The object of 
the 


law is to remove the selection of mem- 
bp»"S rvf rh*> hoirr! ^c mnoVt oe nrvociMo 
fiom the unwholesome influence of 
party politics 
L'pon its first trial the 


result will be somewhat problemati- 
cal because the voter may not 
be 


fully educated in this method of vot- 
ing, but ultimate'}- I think that the 
result will be beneficial, and if suc- 
cessful in its operation 
us 
friends 


hope to secure the passage of a law 
extending its provisions •'o the elec- 
tion of municipal officers 


"Are there any special issues de- 


pending on the selection of members 
of the board of education at the com- 
ing election' 


"None that I know of 
The schools 


are in a good and piosperous condi- 
tion. 
Superintendent, principals and 


teachers are working together m har- 
mony tor the best inteie^ts of 
the 


schools 
The attendance is good and 


the cnildren seem to be animated by 
a buoyant spnit and zeal for their 
work; .h's is especially noticeable in 
the high school 
The only issue in 


sight seems to be as to who is to be 
given an oppoitunity to donate his 
services to our schools 
As our pub- 


lic schools are purely altruistic in 
character, so is the office of member 
ot the board of education. More good 
men qualified in every way, and who 
have leisure time to devote to the 
schools would no doubt accept the po- 
sition were it not for the annoyance 
and uncertainty of an election. 


"What are some of the 
improve- 


ments made by the board in recent 
years, and their cost? 


"In 1902 the board built what is 


known as the Riverside school at a 
cost of $13,380.00; in 1904, the Indi- 
ana street school at a cost of $ 12,076.- 
00: and also an addition of four rooms 
to the West Newark school at a cost 
of $13,464 00; and in 1905, the Wood- 
side school at a cost of $57,000.00 in 
round numbers, and an 
additional 


cost of $2,000. for grading -nd improv- 
ing the grounds. The above figures 
include heating and ventilating ap- 
paratus The Woodside school 
con- 


tains twelve looms of which ten. are 
now occupied by the regular schools 
and one room by a private kindergar- 
ten school; it is the best building -we 
ha\ e, up to date in all its equipments, 
a credit to the city, and indicates the 
judgment of the board in its con- 
struction. Besides the erection of 
these buildicgs the board purchased 
•what is known as the old Maholm 
street school at a cost of two thousand 
dollars and converted it 
into four 


rooms. 
This makes an addition of 


twenty-eight rooms withir the last 
six years 


' What have you to say in refer- 


ence to the increasing cost of main- 
taining our schools? 


"That is one of the difficult pro- 


blems boards of education m all grow- 
ing cities and villages have had 
to 


deal with in recent years 
The drift 


of population is to cities and manu- 
facturing centers; in these places the 
number of children that must be pro- 
vided with school prh ileges, increases 
faster than the amount of the tax 
duplicate, hence the necessity for in- 
creasing the levy. Another source of 
increase of the cost of our schools is

rises, 


the 
people demand better 
school 


[ buildings with bettei sanitary equip- 


j rcents and general conveniei ces just 
as they demand better, moi e tastefully 
arranged and comfortable houses to 
live in; they also natura'iy demand 
better schools which means a higher 
order of supervision and instruction, 
better teachers and therefore higher 
salaries. Modern social and indus- 
trial conditions also demand that our 
boys and girls be given an opportu- 
nity to learn something of a practical 
nature that -will be helpful to them 
m gettin" employment 
when they,.' 


leave school and in becoming self- 
supporting either in. some business oc- 
cupation or in the home: hence the 
introduction of commercial and man- 
n-il training courses and instruction 
in domestic arts and science. Does 
all this pay? I think that a compari- 
son of educated with uneducated na- 
tions proves that it does pay every 
body. Education enlarges the mental 
horizon of the individual, increases 
his, wants, creates new industries and 
quickens circulation 
in 
all 
the 


arteries of commerce 


"What measures would you suggest 


TO meet these increasing demands' 


"Well that is a hard problem. The 


last session of the legislature created 
a tax commission for the purpose of 
revising' our lax laws. This commis- 
sion may devise some new source of 
revenue for our schools and munici- 
palities and thus to some extent lift 
or at least better equalize the burden 
of direct taxes upon property. I think 
that it would be unwise for the State 
to withdraw all its support from the 
schools and turn the matter of tax 
levies for school 
purposes entirely 


over to local authorities as has. been 
suggested 
by 
some. 
The public 


schools are a state not a local insti- 
tution; the state as a whole is vital- 
ly interested in the education of its 
children, and therefore 
should con- 


tinue to give aid ^o, our schools, by 
some form of Taxation. I am inclined 
to think that the State should appro^ 
priate a portion of^the revenue de- 
rived from special taxes to the sup- 
port of our schools ,jn preference to 
making direct levies upon property as 
at present Why would not the re- 
enactment of a moderate inheritance 
tax law providing that all the revenue 
der'ved trom it shall be used for the 
support of our schools be a good 
measure. As everybody is interested 
in education a law of this kind pro- 
viding for an equitable distribution 
of the revenues derived from it might 
become' popular."

stage of the water. The interurban 
people are doing their share too, for 
the accommodation of the public, for 
they will run a spur from their line 
to the pier, arranging the platform 


that froig'M ran he handled with- 


out unnecessary lifting. 
This 
will 


prove 
a great 
accommodation 
to| 


those having establishments on the 
islands and across the lake, as hereto- 
fore the facilities tor the handling of 
freight have been very crude, consid- 
ering the amount of business that is 
offered at this point. 


There are other, radical 
improve- 


ments contemplated, but the w o.rk de- 
scribed above is the principal 
im- 


provement that can be done in the 
limited time oefore freezing weather 
sets in. 


Superintendent Brown is very en- 


thusiastic over the tendency shown 
by the State Board to spend some of 
the state's money on 
the 
people's 


watei ways, ,and points out the great 
benefits that would accrue to the pub- 
lic if the people would insist on the 
great commercial waterways 
being 


restored and pleasure resorts being 
established wherever practicable, for 
the recreation of oar workers. 


Mr. Brown took the first load oi 


lumber to the park Saturday via in- 
terurban, and the vfork will be push- 
ed forward without delay.

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MOURNING DRESSES FOR WOMEN 


T 


HJD first mourning dress for a 


widow consists of & black wor- 
sted skirt and waist, trimmed 


very simply with folds of English 
crepe; a bonnet made wholly^ of crepe, 
with a long crepe veil falling in the 
rear to the knees, or even lower, and 
for the first month or three weeks an 
equally long veil falling over the face. 
Just inside the front edge of the bon- 
net a white ruche of lisse is set, and 
from wrists and throat bands of hem- 
stitched white organdie are turned 
back. 
Dull 
Jet 
ornaments, 
black 


suede or glace kid gloves, a black 
sealskin 
purse, 
and 
black-bordered 


handkerchiefs 
complete 
her sombre 


attire. 


Elderly ladies, as a rule, cling to a 


slight modification of this mourning 
for the balance of their days, substi- 
tuting, after a year and a half or two 
years, a. bonnet and rear drapery of 
lightweight nun's veiling-, and, while 
leaving off the black border from the 
handkerchief 
and 
crepe 
trimmings 


from the gowns, continue to wear 
none but black dresses, -with -white 
mtisUn wrist and throat bands, black 
gloves and purse; and use only a lit- 
tle Jewelry, and that very simple, 


TOo widow who purposes to leave 


•ff her mourning in due time wears a 
crepe bonnet and long veil and crepe- 
trlmmefl growns a year. 
After this 


black costumes of crepe de chine, lus- 
treless silk, etc., are assumed, with 
hats and bonnets garnished with black 
ribbon and black flowers, black chif- 
fon, and dull Jet ornaments. After six 
months, white and lilac touches may 
suitably relieve the second mourning; 
and after two years have expired, 
colors may be resumed. 


A married woman wears, in mourn- 


ing for her child, a sister, a brother, 
or a parent. Just such dress as she 
wears in case of widowhood, with the 
exception of the white bonnet ruche, 
which is the unmistaka.ble insignia 
of widowhood. She also wears her 
sable raiment one year at the least, 
though it is in better taste to assume 
second mourning after a year and a 
half, and not to go fully into colors 
until two years. 


For infants, mourning is by some 


deeply sorrowing mothers not worn a.t 
all, and where the bereaved parent is 
blessed with other young children it 
is kindest to them to wear as little 
funeral black as possible. A baby boy 
or girl may be suitably mourned for 
in simple black, without crepe, re- 
lieved with white and lilac, or in soft 
gray. 


Black without crepe for one month 


is the suitable mourning in case of the 
death of a mother-in-law or a father- 
in-law; after the first month, two or 
three weeks of black and white or 
gray, brightened with lilac, should 
follow. 


Mourning is not often worn for 


brothers-in-law, sisters-in-law, aunts- 
in-law, or uncles-in-law, nor for a 
husband's grandparents. A young un- 
married woman should not wear a 
black bonnet and veil in mourning for 
her parents, or for a sister or a 
brother. 
In. either of these cases, a. 


hat trimmed wholly with crepe and a 
small face veil of plain black net with 
a broad border of crepe, s. worsted 
gown trimmed with folds of crepe, 
black gloves, handekrchiefs with deli- 
cate ornamental black borders, and 
dull jet ornaments, or, better, none at 
all, make the proper toilet for the first 
six months or year. 
After that, the 


crepe is put off, and white is intro- 
duced with the black, and lilac is 
worn; and in second mourning, in the 
summer season, young women may 
appropriately wear white with mourn- 
ing ribbons. 


Middle-aged unmarried women in 


mourning for parents or sisters and 
brothers, wear just what a married 
woman wears In mourning for any of 
these relatives, and for the same time. 


In mourning for an aunt, an uncle, 


or a grandparent, simple black with- 
out a touch of crepe, worn for three 
months, is the rule. Ordinary jewelry 
that is not conspicuous may be worn 
with this dress. 


For a first cousin, simple black, 


worn for three weeks' mourning, is 
sufficient, though few persons wear 
black for cousins. Indeed, to assume 
crepe after the death of any but mem- 
bers of one's immediate family is a 
foolish and conspicuous exaggeration 
of a. hypocritical grief, unless the un- 
cle, aunt, grandparent, or cousin has 
lived In near and dear association 
with the mourner, who experiences all 
the pain of losing one who was as be- 
loved as a parent, sister, or brother. 
Then the mourning is worn as deep 
and for as Ion- a time as for the near- 
est relatives. 


It is not wise nor in good taste to 


put children under fifteen years of age 
in mourning, and no girl under seven- 
teen should wear crepe. On the death 
of a parent, a sister, or a brother, a 
young girl wears a black felt or black 
straw hat, 'rimmed only with bows of 
lustreless ribbon. 
Her dress should 


be black, touched with white about the 
waist. She should wear no jewelry of 
any kind; but she does not carry a 
black-bordered handkerchief.
